Adoption of Minutes: A motion was made by Robin Long, seconded by Linda Spahr, to adopt the minutes 

of the February 26, 2014 board meeting.

Public Session: Robin Long opened Public Session.  No members of the public were present and no 

written testimony was submitted.

Chair Report: The Suffolk County Legislature adopted Resolution No. 129-2014, appointing member of 

the Suffolk County Board of Ethics Dennis O’Doherty on March 4, 2014 and tabled the reappointments 

of Robin L. Long and Richard Halverson, to make technical corrections, and will be rescheduled to the 

March 18, 2014 agenda. 

 

Executive Director Report: Samantha Segal discussed the following matters with the Board: Outstanding 

fines and debt collections, RFQ for General Counsel, interviews for a Judicial Hearing Officer, FOIL 

Appeals Officer and FDS departmental lists comparison.  

 

A motion was made by Linda Spahr, seconded by Robin Long to designate Darlene Kurrass as the 

Freedom of Information Officer and to designate Samantha Segal as the Freedom of Information Appeals 

Officer by Resolution No. 001-2014. Upon a vote being taken, motion was approved (3-0-0). 

 

Adoption of Annual Report: A motion was made by Robin Long, seconded by Linda Spahr to adopt the 

2013 Annual Report as amended. Upon a vote being taken, motion was approved (3-0-0). 

 

Executive Session: At 4:00 p.m. a motion was made by Robin Long, seconded by Richard Halverson to 

go into Executive Session for the purpose of discussing ongoing confidential matters pertaining to 

Financial Disclosure Statements, and four Advisory Opinions in accordance with the Suffolk County 

Administrative Code §A30-8 and the New York State Open Meetings Law.
